BuILDING IMPROVEMENT. 


The installation of a chemical toilet at the Mills school 
is a great improvement, although further work should 
be done in separating and lighting the compartments. 

Similar toilets should be put in the other school build- 
ings. The South school especially needs this as it is very 
difficult to keep a dry closet in good condition, and the 
odor passes through the shed to the entry of the school 
room. 

The large number of pupils at the Mills school (about 
35) with all the eight grades represented makes the 
teacher’s work very hard. Much more could be accom- 
plished by separating the pupils of the upper grades from 
those of the lower grades. The vacant room could be 


- adapted for this purpose.
